SAN FHANCISCO, Eebraary 19.— Chief 


Engineer Hood of the Southern Ptciflc 
company has definitely located A line of 
the coast division from Panta Margarita 
toEHwood. All rights of way have been 
granted to the railroad company, and 
work has been commenced on faces of 
the tunnels. 


It was at first intended to ran tho road 


inland, bat it strikes oat from San Lula 
Obispo for the coast and follows tbe 
coast line for most of the distance to Ell- 
wood and Santa Barbara. 


The distance from Santa Margarita by 


the fixed survey ia greater than by tbe 
lino at first proposed, being 130 inilee, 
while the other is less than 100, but tbe 
Coast line will bo cheaper to construct, 
aa it does not ran through so mountain- 
ous a country. There will be heavier 
and rougher work oo that part of the 
line between Santa Margarita and San 
Luis Obispo than there was on tho Cali- 
fornia & Oregon road in Siakiyon. . 


Mr. Hood says there will be seven ttm- 


nela in the first sixteen miles, one of 
thorn being 3000 feet in length. 


F. 6. Douty of the Pacific Improve- 


ment company, said that contracts had 
not yet been let for the construction of 
these tannels, but that preliminary work 
was beinc done and aa soon as the bids 
were all in and the accepted one chosen 
there would bo an immediate commence* 
ment of work. 
It is a surprise to many that the line 
has not been located so as to include and 
absorb the Pacific Coast railway. 
It is 


thought that one object in choosing tbe 
coast line is to make the road a scenic 
lino for passengers. It will not ran 
through a. single town of any size for the 
whole distance of 130 miles. It will 
reach the extreme edge of Point Concep- 
tion and will run within eight miles of 
Lompoc. 
From Point Conception to 


Ellwood it will run across many arroyos 
that gaeli the coast lino and frequent 


ridging will be necessary.

Train. 


BAKEHSFIELD, February 19. — As the 
oath bound passenger train on the 
outbern Pacific was nearing Poso last 
ight, and while about three miles north 
f that station, the engineer saw by the 
ght of the headlight a qneer looking 
bject laying near the right hand of the 
ail. He was so close to the obstruction 
mt it would have been impossible to 
top his train in time to avoid etrlking it, 
ven if it had been of sufficient size to 
ook dangerous. 


As it was very insignificant in appear- 
nco, however, he paid little attention 
o it- When the driving wheels of the 
ocomotlve passed over the object there 
was a terrific explosion and the cab wan 
nveloped in a'shaetof flame. 
The Insignificant object proved to ho a 


heavy charge of a dangerous explosive. 


Fortunately the engine was heavy and 
lold to tho rails while momentum of the 
rain carried it quickly over the spot. 
When tho train had slowed down euf- 
ciontly to permit the engineer to get 
own on the steps bo was astounded to 


find the hrakobeams on the engine and 
xnrees cur tracks on fire. 
Tho train was stopped and tho flames 
xtinguisbod. 
A cry of train robbers ran Hko wild 
iro through the crowded coach and 
when tho train stopped and tbe passe ti- 
ers had all seen flames from explosion, 
or a time a scene of extcnse excitement 
ensued.

T1IHY WAKT TO KNOW. 


The Bohrlng sea controversy was the 


principal topic of dlacussion today at the 
abinet meeting. Thero is no change in tho 
ituation and none looked for until Salia- 
mryactson the treaty of arbitration, 
be draft of which, drawn on Unas under- 
load equally acceptable to both govern- 
ments, wore submitted to him early Una 
week. 
In order to get the treaty before the 
euate as soon as possible, it was nr- 
anged that Lord Salisbury should com- 
municate his action by cable. 80 far 
nothing has boen heard from him. 


The policy of tbia KOvernmeBt with re- 


gard to tho coming sealing season will 
iepetid largely on tho action of the Brit- 
sh government on tho question of arbi- 
iratiou. Thoro is scarce a doubt, how- 
over, that an arrangement will be made 
similar to last year's modus vivendi. 
The President has issued a proclamation 
tgainst poaching in Bebring sea, wbicli 
s almost identical with the one issued 
flat year.

A DECISION UPSET. 


Attorney General Hart and tho Su 


promo Court. 


There appears 'to bo a wide variance 


between the opinion of Attorney Genera 
Hart and the supreme court upon ill 
question of the right of boards of super 
visors to appoint deputies for tho differ- 
ent connty officials. Hart was in San 
Diego last Saturday and visited th 
rooms of the board oFiapervisors, where 
upon being requested to do BO, he ren 
dered an off-hand opinion that com 
pletely upsets the decision of the enprom 
court. According to the report of tbe 
proceedings that appeared in the San 
Diego Union of Sunday morning th 
supreme court hurdly knew what It waa 
talking about. Here is what the Union 
Bays: "The attorney general though 
the opinions ol the supreme court are a 
changeable as the weather. He salt 
that tho supervisors have an undoubted 
right to appoint deputies. Tho aaprem 
court lost eight of section, article 11, o 
tbe constitution, for it ia not mentlone 
in their decision. Alt deputies are mu 
nicipal officers and that clause goes to 
show that tbe constitution authorize 
the legislature to fix tbe ealary of depn 
ties without taking It out of tbe salary o 
the heads of the departments. There i 
one thing certain and that ii that if th 


decision of the Supreme court holds that, 
he Bupetvleord cauuot appoint deputies, 
why that in iteelf knocks, the County 
Government Act clear out. 


"The cbtef justice told me that the 
deciiion did not apply to Los Angeled 
ounty, therefore it does nut to San 
Diejro connty. 
General Hart, In con- 


tusion, stated that the supreme court 


meetfl in LOB Angeles ID April, and if 


my opinion that it would be entirely 
nnneaaary. I have conversed with a few 


f the supremo judge, aud I think they 
will reconsider their decision should . the 
ase be reheard. Auditor Miller alked 
he general: 'Do you think I have the 
lent to draw warrants for deputies' 
alarles?'

the commttlfle will undoubtedly concen- 
trate its onerciee lor the time being. 
There ia no actual overproduction oi 
frnit and raisins, if lite prodncere were 
able to supply the millions of consumers 
at reaBonabla price!. Right here is 
where the difficulty arises. Notwith- 
standing the low prices which the pro- 
ducers have received lor their crop, there 
has been no corresponding reduction to 
consumers, and consequently no exten- 
sion of tho market that should naturally 
follow tbe cheapening 
ol a prod- 


uct. 
Any 
commodity 
produced 


at the cost of a common necessity and BO 
disposed of by tho producer, should 
reach the consumer as snob, for other- 
wise the limited market of a luiury will 
be used as a means of still further reduc- 
ing the price realized by the producer. 
But such a condition as this is not 
without its remedy. Using raisins as an 
Utastratton, thsre is no reason, with the j 
California product retailing at from 25 to ' 
35 cents per ponnd in the oast, why 
the

than 5 cent*, 
for 
his crop, except 


that no organized effort has been made 
to regulate either the buying or Belling 
price. The amount ot product has In- 
creased until it met tho demand as alux- 
ury, and with no effort to enlarge the ^^ 
market by making a reasonable retail !n Oo!! 
price, tbe natural tendency has boon to 
oniy. 


demoralize the market by an apparent 
over supply. Thioii not real, howoter, 
and ther* can be no over supply until 
thousands ol people now unable to pay 
the retail price shall have been supplied 
at prices within their reach. 


It ia to be the labor oi this committee 


selected on Thursday to find the means 
ol cboapsning the retail price oi their 
products to accord in a reasonable degree 
with tbo selling price ol the producer, 
and also to prevent, at home, nndue 
haste in forcing upon the market any 
portion ol tho crop at unprofitable prices. 


If tho committee succeeds In accom- 


plishing these objects, and the farther 
important matter of lowering rates ol 
UauEportation, it will have dona wbat 
would not have been accomplished for 
yours to come without organization. 
Oreauizsd, the irnit producers oi the 
state can break down tho barriers which 
now impede their progress. They should 
have the assistance- and encouragement 
ol all who are interested in the wmtinued 
prosperity of Calilornlit.

THE PHOBPEOTUS. 


The prospectus is as follow!: 
A meeting of the fruit growers, of the 


etate of California was held at Fresno 
city on February 18,1892, to consider the 
question of thfl marketing by the pro- 
ducers of the fruit of the state of their 
products. The convention resolved to 
provide on incorporation of the fruit 
irowera of the state and appointed the 
undersigned a comstittee to perfect the 


The horticulturists and vineyardists of 


this state ate not in a condition which, 
if continued, will seriously affect the 
prosperity of their vocations.

yields abundantly, and the ultimate re- 
ceipts of prices paid by the consumer 
would seem to warrant a remuneration 
lor the toil ol and the capital invested by 
tbo producer.
